Washington—The west and middle 


west in this campaign blend into each 
other gradually but these two great 
sections reveal a few trends in com- 
mon. The most conspicuous of these 
is the strong Smith sentiment in the 
cities and the anti-Smith feeling in 
the country districts. 


The far west was abandoned 
to 


Hoover by the Democratic manage- 
ment early in the campaign but not 
the Rocky mountain district and 
states east therefrom. 
Yet in all 


states, including the Pacific coast 
there are characteristics visible in 
the cities which are not unlike those 
of the Atlantic coast. 


The business groups, for example, 


in the cities are almost wholly with 
Hoover, He is their type of candi- 
date. 
He is steeped in economic 


lore and talks the language of busi- 
ness* rather than of politics. Besides, 
there is a natural pride in the fact 
that a westerner is at the helm of a 
great party and only those who un- 
derstand the gradually increasing in- 
sistence of the west that public men 
look at governmental problems from 
a national rather than a sectional 
viewpoint will recognize the full poli- 
tical meaning of this pride. 


APPEALS TO WEST 


For one thing 
the west has al- 


ways complained that the east didn't 
understand its shipping 
problems 


and its great reclamation necessities 
and the development 
of its public 


lands. To have a secretary of the in- 
terior from the west has been the 
most that region has hitherto been 
able to hope for. To get a. western 
president is a novelty that quite 
captures 
the western imagination 


.and that's why the majorities from 
the western states ought to be larg- 
er than four years ago. 


But will they be? There is evi- 


dence that the Smith campaign has 
made a deep impression on the same 
kind of voters who have been af- 
fected by it in the east. 
This is a 


campaign of classes and there are

and who resigned upon receiving a 
rebuke from President Wilson. 


For several years, Mr. Lansing had 


suffered from a heart ailment des- 
cribed by his

Spite Of Heavy Hunting 


BY B. A. CLAFLIN 


I don't believe there is a single 


specie of our wild game 
that is 


more universally and more persist 
ently hunted than the rabbit, and 
yet these animals seem 
to 
hold 


their own tinder half way favorable 
conditions. It is true that nature 
has endowed them with remarkable 
breeding propensities, but I do not 
attribute their ability to survive the 
yearly onslaught made upon them 
by an army of hunters to that 
alone. The great areas of natural 
cover, due principally to the low, 
swampy places found on almost ev< 
ery farm and thruout the Indian re- 
servations, enable them to maintain 
themselves. Being entirely herbivor- 
ous they never suffer from a lack 
of food, altlio when the snows are 
deep they sometimes damage fruit 
trees by gnawing the bark. Tills, 
however, is not so much due to the 
lack of other food, as It is their 
fondness for this particular food.

ships of wildfowl shooting. You are 
on firm ground, your movements 
are free, and you may travel as far 
as you like or take up a position on

Acidosis has nothing whatever lo 


do with acidity in the stomach. Aci- 
dosis means a retention or an ac- 
cumulation of acid combustion pro- 
ducts, metabolic waste, in the blood. 
By no sign or symptom can the in- 
dividual with acidosis even suspect 
that he has it. In this respect it 
is so different from acidity that the 
apparently impertinent question be- 
comes quite pertinent — where do 
all these physically healthy if ment- 
ally morbid people get their acidos- 
is? Let us dispose of this question 
at once and go on with our argu- 
ment. The well folk get their imag- 
inary "acidosis" from reading freak 
"health" literature, particularly the 
bait used by fake "food specialists" 
and shady nutrition experts In at- 
tracting customers. Give a wiseacre 
without an elementary 
knowledge 


of physiology a plausible suggestion 
about the add character of certain 
foods and he will be so impressed 
with this inside information that 
you can make him believe almost 
anything may be due to "acidosis." 


Acidosis, in fact, is not a disease 


at all. It Is merely a feature, a state 
of the body, noted in various sick- 
nesses. Altho one or another type 
of acidosis may accompany an 
ill- 


ness associated with disturbance ol 
the digestive functions, after all we 
have no reason to assume that the 
character of one's diet is a factor of 
any practical importance in the de- 
velopment of such sickness. I mean 
to say that, at least in my opinion, 
no one gains anything by trying to 
select a diet that opposes acidosis. 
On thtc other hand I believe a good 
many disgruntled 
persons 
suffer 


real injury to health from restric- 
tion in the diet inspired by the aci- 
dosis obsession. 


If human physiology were deem- 


ed worthy of a place in the element- 
ary schools, every school boy would 
know that meats, eggs, cereal pro- 
ducts, poanuts. plums, prunes and 
cranberries yield acid combustion 
products (the three fruits contain- 
ing benzole acid which is not ox- 
idized in the body): that milk is 
about neutral in this respect and 
[hat potatoes, 
bananas, 
oranges.

cook everything in aluminum when 
you invite 'me to dinner. 


Why Well Folk Need lodin 


I have been much interested in 


the use of iodin as a food. I can- 
not understand, however, 
why a 


healthy person should use it. (R. 
MacW.) 


Answer — For the same reason 


a healthy person should use, say, 
cheese. Because a bit of Iodin is es- 
sential for the normal development 
of the body and for normal metabo- 
lism. In other words the element 
iodin is required as much as is the 
element iron or the element . cal- 
cium Iodin Is naturally present in 
some foods and in some 
drinking 


water. But In some regions seems 
to be a deficiency of iodin in the 
sell and consequently in food grown 
on the- soil — vegetables, 
meat, 


milk, eggs. One way in which such 
an iodin deficiency manifests itself 
is in the development of simple goi- 
ter in childhood. In some cities in 
the Great I^akes country, for in- 
stance, nearly one-third of all grade 
and high school children show some 
degree of simple goiter. When and 
where a suitable iodin ration is pro- 
vided for all the children, the pre- 
valence of goiter Is reduced to a 
minimum. But in my judgment an 
adequate iodin ration is quite as 
necessary for adults, especially for 
middle aged folk, tho most mature 
adults are past the goiter age and 
hence an iodin shortage manifests 
itself in them in other ways than 
the development of goiter, I cannot 
go Into the matter further 
here, 


than to say that in my judgment it 
is a good health habit for every

Increase Membership

New York—C/W—Rules which have 


limited membership in the New York 
Stock Exchange to 1,100 since 1879 
and have permitted the addition of 
only 40 members since 1869 may be 
waived In the near future because of 
the apparent inability of the present 
membership to handle tho growing 
volume of business. 


Appointment of a committee to 


consider the advisability and method 
of expanding the membership roster 
has given rise to reports in Wall 
Street that the exchangee may de- 
clare a "seat dividend" of 50 per 
cent, or even of 100 per cent. Mem- 
bers who/uniier the 50 per cent di- 
vidend plan would hold "half-seats," 
would be permitted to dlsposi of 
their fractional holdings at once. 


A 100 per cent 
dividend, which 


would double the membership, is re- 
garded both as impractical and im- 
probable, but a "seat dividend" plan 
of some sore Is believed to offer an 
opportunity to divert to members 
any profits which may accrue, as 
the exchange itself has no need of 
additional funds. It is also consider- 
ed possible that 25 or 50 members 
may be added to the roster 
Action 


on any plan requires approval of 
the governing committee, commit- 
tee on constitution and a vote of the 
membership.
